ence aniline Ihom.ielveH any controver- 
sies nnt settled liy the course of diplo- 
macy.

itialed in affirmation by the represen- 
tatives of the four great powers, al- 
though not yet actually 
signed and 


must be confirmed by the United States 
senate.

Postmaster General IJays, In his first 
annual report to the President, made 
public today, declares that "if the pres- 
ent gunge, of expenditures shall con- 
tinue there should be a readjustment 
of iKistnge rates as will, together with 
the. effects of iticrea^ing volume of 
business, produce sufficient revenue 
iinprtislnintcly to meet it." 


"Mr. Hays makes no specific recom- 
mendations as to the suggested ad- 
justments, and declares Hint "if it were 
a question between the best practical 
service on tlie one band, nnd n poorer 
service with revenue meeting cost, on 
the ortiLT hand, decision should be re- 
solved in favor of rendering the serv- 
ice." 
He adds that the department 


should not be. conducted for n profit, 
but that it need not ultimately be run 
ut a loss, 


Kevcuucs of the Postal Service for 


the fiscal year ended last June, Mr. 
Hays says, totalled $4U,'i,4',a.274,- an 
increase of $ai,:Hl,Oti2 over the re- 
ceipts of the preceding fiscal year. Bal- 
anced against this were audited ex- 
penditures of ?«20.SK)3,<r7:i 
with the 


total audited deficiency at .$157,517,088. 


The material increase in the de- 


ficiency over thjU for I!)*,'Mr. Hays 
states, is due to large increases of 
expenditures in two principal items 
without any corresponding Increase in 
tliu revenues. Tin: two principal items 
are S7ti.130.301 for increased compen- 
sation to railroads on the basis of an 
order of the Interstate Commerce. Com- 
mission, retroactive to November 1, 
IDlti, nnd $41,8555,000 for added com- 
pensation allowed postal employes by 
Congress.. 


Approving this ndded compensation, 


the Postmaster General tells the Pres- 
ident that "the salaries provided by 
law for those in the department nre 
too low to compensate those who con- 
tinue in the service, or to attract nnd 
hold others of the ability required in 
the conduct of such nn institution." 
Pointing to the. inconsistencies in the 
salaries of employes in the department 
proper and those who serve in the 
field, -Mr. Hays says they "emphasize 
the importance and necessity of im- 
mediate legislation to readjust the de- 
partmental salaries throughout." 


The Postmaster General also recom- 


mends legislation for the changing of 
the name of the department to the De- 
partment of Communications, and to 
authorize him to: 


Collect n fee where directory service 


is given in postoffiees to mail.insuffi- 
ciently or Improperly addressed. 


Fix a charge for a return receipt 


for registered articles. 


To restrict, within his discretion, the 


application of the special delivery ser- 
vice to first class mull matter. 


To dispense with the surety bonds 


now required of officers and employes 
accountable for funds or property and 
to substitute therefor n guaranty fund 
established and maintained by. assess- 
ments against such officers 
and em- 


ployes. 


To provide for payment by the ad- 


vertisers of postage on replies to ad- 
vertising matter. 


Mr. Hays also recommends service 


pensions for those who have been in 
the service more than 30 years nnd 
that Sundays nnd holidays be exclud- 
ed from sick leave granted employes 
of the department and service. 


Discussing briefly the detailing of 


marines to guard valuable mails in 
transit against "hold-up" men, the 
Postmaster General informs the Pres- 
ident that there is being recruited from 
the depnrtiront itself to take the place 
of the marines an armed guard as u 
permanent branch of the Postal Serv- 
ice"The United States mail must be 
protected down to the last postal card 
regardless of cost of personal sacri- 
fice." Mr. Hays says. 
"It must be 


true that the mails may be late, but 
they are never lust." 


At the end of the fiscal year, Mr. 


Hays reports, there was n total of ~>-. 
1SS postoffiees, an increase of 2.n22 
First das offices numbered 7!>!>, an 
increase; of PO: second class numbered 
l!.77f>. nn increase of H',4: tliinl class

class offices totalled 3S.110. The aver- 
age salaries of clerics was increased 
from :?1.5.'tf> to ?1.717 and of carriers 
from $l,ii:u to $1.1X17. 


The Postmaster Ccneral expresses a 


firm conviction in the duty of honestly 
applying the inn-it system, declaring 
that this should govern the appoint- 
ment of postmasters. 


"I am sure it is steadily growing in 


the mind of the public." he says, "Unit 
if we nre to have the most efficient 
postal Service we must keep it as far 
us possible out of politics."

Opposition To The Lower Criticism 


By John Collins Jackson 


Vi'e not.ed Ihe fact in our last article 


that the unintelligent assault on criti- 
cism, by prejndicoil people, is almost 
entirely devoted to the liibger Criti- 
cism, whirl) seeks to learn Ihe history 
mid the literary form of the sixty-six 
different, books of the sacred library 
called the Itiblo. Tlie Lower Criticism, 
which seeks to establish the pure, origi- 
nal text, free from interpolations, omis- 
sions, misplaced verses and chapters, 
etc., is seldom mentioned by the pugil- 
ist le pulpit-pounder, who would 
'Trove his doctrines orthodox. 
By Apostolic hhnVs and knocks." 


The reason for this difference may 


be that "lower criticism" sounds hum- 
ble, and "higher criticism" sounds pre- 
tentious. 


.Hut there is the same cause for thr 


conservative's opposition to lower crit- 
icism, if he only knew it; viz.. that 
it prefers truth to tradition. 
For ex- 


ample, it is a safe guess that nine out 
of ten of the Itlbles used in. the Sun- 
day schools and the churches of I'oVts- 
inontli today, contain these words In 1. 
John, V:7: "For, there are three that 
hear record in heaven, the J'ather, 
the Word, and the Holy (ihost: and 
these three are one." 
Vet that is not 


Scripture, but an interpolation. It is 
not in any of the oldest and best manu- 
scripts. 
It is first found in a Con- 


fession of Faith, written toward the 
end of the fifth century, hy an obscure 
churchman with more »e:il than knowl- 
edge. 


Among 
the reformers, 
the 
great 


scholar. Erasmus, discovered, as did 
olhers before him. that this verse ap- 
pears in none, of tin- really important 
early manuscripts. 
His critical judg- 


ment therefore omitted It 
from 
the 


firxl two editions of his (ireek Testa- 
ment, as manifestly spurious. For so 
iloing be was ferociously assailed in 
lOngbind, Spain, and France, by bisli- 


ops. editors, and monks. The Univers- 
ity of 1'aris declared him heretical and 
impious, 
.Martin Luther also omitted 


this text, for the same reason, from 
his translation of the .New Testament, 
and kepi it out of every cupy puhlishcd 
while he lived. 


The most eminent Christian «-i-'<ol- 


ars following him showed that ihe text 
did not hclong in the I'.ilile; yet such 
is the power of prejudice, ami bigotry 
Hint, after Luther's death, it was in- 
serted again in (he Cormaii transla- 
tions, and then other countries did 
likewise. 
It was rejected liy Sir ISMIH- 


Newton, Richard 1'orson, and all other 
eminent authorities, of their day, as 
Well as liy our late nineteenth century 
revisers; hut it still remains in the 
great majorily of the New Testaments, 
outside of Ihe latest revisions. 


This humiliating preference 
for > a 


proof-text to support a dogma, rather 
than accept the plainest demons!rahlc 
truth is. unfortunately, typical of much 
opposition to the lower criticism. The 
New Testament is the source of our 
greatest earthly hlessings. and of our 
highest hopes r,f Immortality. Should 
we not wish to have those experiences, 
and our most precious faith, hased on 
an invulnerahle foundation? That is 
what the lower as well as the higher 
critics are trying lo give us.—the great 
majorily of them. A few may not lie 
in full sympathy with our cherished 
wlfhe«: but they are the exception. 
As a rule, the critics or experts are 
themselves deeply devout men. moved 
hy Ihe same desires that animate us 
common people. 


Koincmher that they do not Invent 


Ihe difficulties they find In trying lo 
get at the real, original facts. 
They 


have no pleasure in discovering errors 
in our formerly received beliefs re- 
garding

These literary specialists and experts

In a literary way, every 


reader of Shakespeare, Dante, Homer 
or Virgil wants tin; most faultless 
text of the original which can lie, pro- 
duced. 
Surely the Bible has a right 


to as respectful treatment as the clas- 
sics, or the' poets, or the dramatists.

—(By the 
Associated 
Press)—The 


fourth plenary session of the hnng con- 
ference opened promptly nt It o'clock 
with a statement by Secretary Hughes 
that "most satisfactory progress has 
been made by the committee of the 
whole on the Far Eastern questions." 


"Thut 
committee," said 
Secretary 


Hughes, "at -first permitted a general 
discussion of the questions before the 
committee and then proceeded to take 
up the topics specially indicated in the 
tentative agenda. 


"The first subject considered was 


China. In the course of the general 
discussion most important declarations 
were made on behalf of the powers 
represented, expressing their intentions 
with respect to the sovereignty, inde- 
pendence and administrative Integrity 
of China arid also to observe 11 among 
themselves th* principles of fair and 
equal opportunity." 


Secretary Hughes added that_ the 


Root four points constituted "In truth 
a charter containing an Insurance to 
China from acts In derogation of her 
rights to integrity," and also a binding 
agreement for future guidance of the 
powers. Secretary Hughes, proceeding 
to read the Root resolutions, declared 
ihat they were a "definite statement 
of priceiples" and that it was unncc 
essary for further discussion, he be- 
lieved, in that all delegates were mem- 
bers pf the Far Eastern committee. 


Mr. Hughes said also the resolution 


wns an assurance that as ttetween pow 
era there would be careful observance 
of the principle of free and equal op- 
portunity and that none would Seek 
special advantages or privileges at the 
expense of the rights of others. 
All 


that was necessary, he added, was to 
have the formal assent of tho confer- 
ence and he invited China's assent. 


The Chinese accepted the invitation 


nnd the resolution was approved unan- 
imously.

, A wave of applause from the gallery 
followed the adoption of the Hoot res- 
olutions.

"The 
first of 
these," 
said 
Mr. 


Hughes, "related to China's territnrial- 
ty and administrative integrity. As 
the first principle (of the Hoot resolu- 
tion) adopted fully covered that mat- 
ter, the committee proceeded to deal 
with special instances, special matters 
in the application of this principle. 


"In the course of tho general discus- 


sion there has been presented on be- 
half of China a series of propositions," 
he paid. "The fifth of these dealt with 
existing limitations on China's juris- 
dictlonal procedure." 


Mr. Hughes recited that the 
first 


cinestion then dealt with was that of 
extra territorial rights am! that after 


full discussion the Far Eastern com- 


mittee, had adopted 
the 
resolution 


which lie read. 


Again China wns asked to partici- 


pate in formal approval- of the com- 
mittee's action and she did so, making 
the acceptance unanimous. 


In quick .^succession the resolutions 


relative to China's neutrality nnd pro- 
hibiting future treaties in conflict with 
the Root resolution were unanimously 
approved. 


Mr. Hughes continifrd: 


"I may ndd.that discussion 
of the 


finest Ions relating to China are still in 
progress nnd it i.s hoped, at least. I 
may be allowed personally to express 
the hope, that these 
resolutions al 


ready adopted-mid the consideration of 
other matters that are before the com- 
mittee may le;.d to an appropriate 
agreement in which the powers repre- 
sented nmy participate 
and to which- 


other powers may have the opportunity 
to adhere. May I hope that .something 
of that sort may lead from our del'ijj- 
erntlons.

I have talked with many Eng- 
lishmen, however, who insist an alli- 
ance is unnecessary. 


"The Monroe Doctrine," said one, "is 


worth almost as much as a treaty of 
alliance with the United States so 
long as the British empire endures 
and there, is .iny possibility of a. dis- 
pute with Japan in tlie Pacific. 


Asia Included, Too 


"Literally," he continued, "the Mon- 


roe doctrine applies to European ag- 
gression on the American continents. 
Actually there can not be the least 
doubt that it would be applied with 
even greater rigor to any 
manifesta- 


tion of Asiatic aggression." 


The Britisher then spoko Of .Aus- 


tralinn Preuiii-r Hughes' fear of Ja- 
pnii and his reported advice to mpw- 
bers of the British government to cut 
loose from America and sign up again 
with Nippon. 


"Only iu the inconceivable contin- 


gency." he said, "of Australia's be- 
coming embroiled witli Japan in cir- 
cumstances which caused Canada and 
the mother country to remain neutral 
and to leave Australia 
to its 
fate 


could Japan hope to conquer Australia 
without porvoking the hostility of the 
United States. 


"If the future ponce of the world 


depends upon treaties and alliances, 
the outlook cannot lie considered very 
hopeful."

HERE is an interesting article in the last issue of the Sat- 
urday^Evening Post on. John D. Rockefeller, .by George 
Rogers, who was his secretary for over thirty years. 


Mr. Rogers tells some astounding things about the richest 


inan on earth, but nothing so much so as the abiding confidence Jie 
had in the integrity, of his fellow men and the seeming indifference 
with which he ^regarded his vast wealth. 
Millions upon millions 


.were entrusted .to his employees without even check upon them, or 
so much as accounting. They were the custodians of securities, 
supposedly totaling a billion dollars. Personally Mr. Rockefeller 
-never handled any of them. He never even so much as looked at 
them to assure himself they were intact. There was a special vault 
'in a New York bank, for the safe keeping of his wealth and papers, 
but the owner has beeu in that vault only once. 


Mr. Rogers relates that half a dozen men were generally busy 


•'. clipping coupons from bonds. Of a particular issue there might be 
.a few only and having a value of only a few hundred dollars, others 
:miglvt have many and for large dividends, running up into the tens 
of thousands. -These were given to various messengers and clerks 
and they were directed to go to various banks and get the cash for 
them. No receipts were given or taken, yet never a dollar was lost 
or stolen. Wherefore Mr. Rogers concludes that' a thousand men 
. are honest where one is dishonest.

ness is that though there are many jersons employed therein there 
are ito set office hours. -Each employee appears at the nour his du- * 
ties require and when his work is done he leaves. Sometimes he 
may be at work only for three or four hours, may be at others 
twelve or more. It makes no difference, long or short toil, the em- 
ployee addresses himself to it and Avhen he is thro.igh he knows 
it and quits. 


As for Mr. Rockefeller's personal peculiarities, fie is never in 


a hurry, never impatient, but always kindly and soft of speech.
